Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1970. 

Total  births  in  the  year  amounted  to  68.  This  gives  a  live  birth 
rate  of  11.9  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population..  When  standardised 
for  comparision  purposes  we  get  a  standardised  birth  rate  of  15 .4  per 
thousand  standard  population 0  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  16. 

The  birth  rate  thus  continues  to  follow  the  trend  of  recent  years  of  being 
lower  than  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales c 

Illegitimate  births  amounted  to  12%  of  total  live  births.  This  is  rather 
lower  than  last  years  figure.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  8%.  Since 
the  Abortion  Act  has  come  into  force,  the  illegitimate  births  in  the  country  as 
a  whole  have  dropped 0  The  high  local  figure  may  be  due  to  an  unwillingness 
to  resort  to  abortion. 

There  were  115  deaths  during  the  year*  This  fixes  a  death  rate  of  20.1 
per  thousand  estimated  population.  When  standardised  for  comparision  purposes, 
a  death  rate  of  14.5  per  thousand  standard  population  is  obtained.  The  death 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.7  per  thousand  population.  The  standardised 
death  rate  thus  continues  to  be  the  above  figure  for  England  and  Wales. 

A  point  which  is  rather  ncticable  over  the  past  5  years  at  least,  is  the 
rather  high  incidence  of  deaths  from  Coronary  type  Heart  Disease  in  the  55  -  64 
age  group  in  men.  The  reason  for  this  is  not  very  clear.  One  factor  may  be 
that  because  of  previous  ill  health  persons  choose  a  sea  side  resort  for 
residence. 

There  are  various  known  factors  which  play  a  part  in  the  development  of 
Coronary  Heart  Disease  and  perhaps  the  most  important  is  heavy  cigarette 
smoking.  Others  such  as  obesity,  lack  of  exercise  and  anxiety  all  play  a  part. 

Infant  deaths  numbered  one,  out  of  68  births.  This  gives  an  Infant 
mortality  rate  of  15  per  thousand  total  live  births.  The  infant  mortality  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  is  18.  With  such  small  numbers  as  these,  no  reliance  can 
be  placed  on  statistics. 

Deaths  from  Cancer  numbered  26.  This  is  an  increase  of  two  over  last 
years  figure.  The  upward  trend  in  deaths  from  Malignant  Disease  as  shown 
graphically  last  year,  continues.  The  main  reason  for  this  appears  to  be 
an  increase  in  deaths  from  lung  cancer.  Here  again,  of  course,  heavy 
cigarette  smoking  plays  a  prominent  part  in  causation. 
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The  commonest  cause  of  death  in  men  was  Ishaemic  Heart  Disease 
(Coronary  Disease)  and  the  next  commonest  was  Malignant  Disease*  In  women 
the  commonest  cause  of  death  was  Malignant  Disease  and  the  next  commonest  was 
Conronary  Heart  Disease* 

Any  town  like  Mablethorpe,  which  has  a  large  influx  of  visitors  in  the 
summer  is  exposed  to  varied  infections  from  a  wide  area*  It  is  thus 
particularly  important  that  a  high  level  of  immunity  against  the  infectious 
diseases  should  be  maintained*  In  particular  we  think  of  Diptheria, 
Poliomyelitis  and  Measles* 

It  has  been  known  for  a  long  time  that  Mablethorpe  and  Sutton  have  a 
high  proportion  of  elderly  people  in  the  population*  It  will  be  interesting 
to  see  the  up  to  date  figures  from  this  years  national  census*  The  local 
people  know  the  need  for  an  old  peoples  welfare  home  in  the  area*  Perhaps 
the  new  figures  will  help  to  emphasise  this* 

I  would  like  to  conclude  by  thanking  Mr*  Long  and  staff  for  all  their 
help  during  the  past  year* 

I  would  also  like  to  say  how  sorry  I  was  to  lose  our  Chairman, 
Councillor,  the  Rev*  J*R*  Parkinson,  whose  death  came  as  a  great  shock  during 
the  year*  Also  to  thank  our  new  Chairman  and  the  members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department*

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  1968 ,  the  Registrar  General  started 
to  use  a  classification  into  the  causes  of  Death*  The  new  classification 
having  65  causes  instead  of  the  previous  36  causes * 

In  1969  the  new  classification  was  continued  but  with  one  modification, 
in  that  Cancer  as  a  cause  of  death  was  broken  up  into  five  extra  groups*  This 
has  continued  in  1970,  but  there  have  been  two  further  changes  as  follows:- 

The  old  heading  of  "Other  Tuberculosis  including  late  effects"  has 
been  divided  into  two  seperate  groups: 

(1)  Late  effects  of  respiratory  tuberculosis. 

(2)  Other  tuberculosis* 

Also  there  has  been  a  seperate  heading  allocated  to  "Multiple 
Sclerosis*"  This  used  to  be  included  under  "other  diseases  of  nervous 
system  and  sense  organs*" 

The  causes  of  Death  for  1969  and  1970  are  thus  directly  compareable 
except  for  cases  which  would  come  under  these  new  headings.

Clinic  Provisions 


A  Health  Clinic  for  Infants  and  Toddlers  is  provided  where  the 
mother  is  advised  about  the  care  of  the  child  and  where  its  subsequent 
development  can  be  kept  under  review  up  to  the  age  of  five  years,  when 
it  starts  schoolo  Immunisation  is  provided  against  Diptheria ,  Whooping 
Cough  and  Tetanus,  Polimoyelitis  and  Measles,  also  against  Smallpox  for  those 
who  require  itQ 

The  success  of  the  Clinic  depends  to  a  large  extent  on  the  work  of 
the  Health  Visitor,  Miss  Hutchinson,  whose  headquarters  are  at  the  Clinic0 

The  monthly  Cytology  Clinic  continues  to  be  held  and  there  has  been 
a  good  response  since  the  inception  seven  years  ago* 

At  the  Clinic  a  specimen  is  taken  from  the  neck  of  the  womb  by 
scraping  and  from  this  sample  the  laboratory  can  check  whether  the 
body  tissues  in  the  area  are  showing  abnormal  growtho  This  enables  the 
occasional  case  which  is  potentially  malignant  to  be  dealt  with  before  it 
has  shown  really  malignant  changes „ 

Women  also  have  a  breast  examination  at  the  clinic  and  aninternal 
examination,  which  serves  a  useful  purpose  in  enabling  minor  gynaecological 
complaints  to  be  diagnosed  and  treatment  suggested * 

Any  woman  between  25  -  65  years  of  age  may  attend,  but  particularly 
the  35-55  year  age  group  are  invited . 

An  appointment  can  be  made  by  ringing  Mablethorpe  3250  between  9  and 
10  acmo 


Mothercraft  and  Relaxation  Classes  are  also  provided  at  the  Clinic* 
Mothers  who  have  attended  these  classes  are  much  better  prepared  to  deal 
with  the  ensuing  pregnancy  and  also  with  the  new  baby  when  it  arrives 0 

A  much  appreciated  service  is  supplied  by  the  Chiropodist  and  the 
demand  appears  to  be  increasing e  Treatment  is  provided  for  the  elderly 
in  the  town  of  whom  there  are  a  high  proportion 0

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  1970  dealing 
with  the  environmental  health  services  for  inclusion  in  the  Medical 
Officer's  Annual  Report,, 

The  form  of  the  report  must  follow  those  of  previous  years 
because  of  the  requirements  of  the  various  Ministry  Circulars  and 
Statutory  Instruments e 

The  advances  in  the  Frozen  Food  Industry  with  the  introduction 
of  almost  everything  ready  prepared  and  many  items  of  food  ready 
for  immediate  consumption,  has  brought  with  it  a  possible  danger 
to  Public  Health o  This  type  of  food  storage  relies  entirely  on 
electricity,  and  failure  in  supply  could,  and  does,  cause  considerable 
loss  and  a  real  risk  of  food  contamination  and  deterioration „  The 
item  of  frozen  food  condemned  this  year  highlights  this  matter*  Many 
people  have  installed  deep  freeze  units  in  their  own  homes*  These 
could  cause  trouble  to  the  family  if  not  properly  managed  during 
times  of  electrical  breakdowns ,  but  more  particularly  by  trying  to 
"save”  "food  of  doubtful  quality  by  deep  freezing" *  Freezing  will 
not  "save"  unfit  food* 

It  is  with  considerable  regret  that  I  have  to  record  the  death 
of  Councillor  JoRo Parkinson  M0A0  who  was  a  member  of  this  authority 
from  1949,  and  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  many  years* 

His  passing  is  a  great  loss  to  the  community  and  to  me  personally* 

I  am  most  grateful  for  the  co-operation  and  kindness  of  Dr*  JoEoLee 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  of  my  colleagues  and  staff  during  the  year* 

I  would  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committees  for  their  continual  support 
throughout  the  year*

The  quality  of  water  has  again  been  satisfactory*  The  quantity 
as  been  very  much  improved  this  year*  The  Engineer  to  the  Water 
Board  informs  me  that  the  works  on  the  new  reservoir  at  Maltby 
together  with  additional  pumps  and  machinery  will  be  completed 
before  the  1971  season,  which  should  give  a  completely  satisfactory 
situation  even  at  peak  holiday  times* 

The  Board  is  making  a  great  effort  to  resolve  the  problem  of 
waste  water  and  hopes  that  co-operation  by  the  Public  in  reporting 
any  waste  will  be  forthcoming*

Sewer  Extension 


The  work  of  sewering  Grange  Road,  Sutton-on-Sea  has  now  been 
completed  and  the  properties  formerly  drained  by  cess-pools  have 
been  connected  to  the  sewer,,  Several  lengths  of  new  sewer  have 
been  laid  on  the  new  estates  that  are  being  built*  All  the  necessary 
plans ,  specification  and  prices  have  been  completed  for  the  Grift 
Bank  sewer  scheme  but  unfortunately  this  has  had  to  be  postponed  for 
financial  reasons*  This  area  together  with  White  Row  Lane,  Trusthorpe 
still  requires  to  be  sewered  as  soon  as  possible* 

Sewerage  Works 

The  new  works  are  now  running  reasonably  smoothly  and  generally 
speaking  producing  a  good  effluent*  It  must  however  be  recognized 
that  the  cost  of  running  and  maintaining  such  a  plant  will  be  greater 
than  in  the  past  and  will  require  much  more  skilled  supervision* 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


The  weekly  collection  of  domestic  and  trade  refuse  has  been 
maintained  throughout  the  year*  Fortunately  the  district  was  not 
selected  for  inclusion  in  the  Industrial  Dispute,  which  took  place 
during  the  year,  hence  no  disruption  of  the  service  occured*  The 
cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  has  increased  very  considerably 
due  to  pay  awards  and  the  general  increase  in  the  cost  of  transport, 
in  addition  to  the  cost  incurred  through  additional  collections 
by  virtue  of  the  growth  of  the  Urban  Area*  A  serious  fire  occurred 
at  the  controlled  tip  during  the  summer  which  proved  very  expensive 
to  control*  This  apart,  the  disposal  of  refuse  caused  no  undue 
troubles  * 

Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967  (Removal  and  disposal  of  abandoned  vehicles ) 

Eleven  motor  cars  have  been  dealt  with  under  the  above  Act:  ten 
on  an  informal  basis  and  one  under  the  powers  provided  in  the  Act  for 
the  removal  of  abandoned  vehicles  from  the  Highway*  A  survey  made 
during  the  year  showed  that  most  of  the  old  cars  were  on  land 
belonging  to  garages  and  as  such  are  part  of  their  stock  in  trade* 

Such  accummulations  are  not  subject  to  the  Act*  Several  attempts 
have  been  made  to  get  a  crusher  in  the  District,  but  the  number  of 
cars  involved  and  the  distance  to  travel  makes  the  proposition 
uneconomical*  Tipping  space  is  always  available  for  the  disposal  of 
cars  and  other  rubbish  at  a  very  modest  charge* 


Damage  by  Pests  Act ,  1949 


Much  interest  in  rat  free  areas  has  been  shown  by  the  Ministry 
this  year,  This  is  a  good  idea,  but  I  consider  this  area  is  not  quite 
suitable  for  such  a  scheme,  I  have  greatly  extended  the  system  of 
permanant  baitin^  points  throughout  the  area,  marking  each  point  as 
a  rat  controlled  areaQ  This  scheme  is  worked  entirely  by  the  Local 
Authority  and  the  points  are  visited  regularly  and  fresh  poison  supplied 
as  and  when  required.  This  should  in  time  reduce  the  number  of  complaints. 
No  sign  of  Warfarin  resistance  was  noticed  and  no  serious  infestation 
of  rats  has  been  found.  Mice  infestations  have,  however,  been  more 
difficult  to  control  this  year.

There  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  applications 
for  council  houses  this  year*  However,  the  turn-over  of  houses 
remains  about  the  same  as  in  the  last  few  years  resulting  in  a 
waiting  period  of  approximately  two  years©  The  exchange  system 
with  other  local  authorities  continued  during  the  year  allowing 
our  tenants  to  go  into  the  industrial  areas  for  work  and  at  the 
same  time  giving  retired  people  the  benefit  of  retirement  to 
this  urban  district 0  The  amount  of  repairs  continues  to  be 
about  the  same  but  it  is  inevitable  that  the  cost  of  such  works 
has  risen  very  considerably  due  to  the  increasing  costs  of 
materials  and  labour*,  The  allowance  of  £14  per  house  per  annum 
for  maintenance  is  now  inadequate  to  maintain  the  properties  as 
they  should  be  and  to  retain  the  balance  in  the  housing  repairs 
fund© 


Moveable  Dwellings 


(a)  The  caravan  industry  has  become  an  important  part  of  the 
holiday  scene©  The  sites  in  the  area  are  well  conducted  and  in 
general  terms  all  the  sites  comply  with  the  conditions  of  licence* 
There  are  of  course  many  complaints  to  be  dealt  with  from  a 
caravan  population  of  this  size*.  As  I  mentioned  in  my  report  last 
year 9  the  problem  of  the  future  will  be  the  touring  caravans*

Supervision  of  all  food  premises  and  retail  food  shops  has 
continued  throughout  the  year®  Publicity  material  is  issued  to  all  the 
trade  twice  a  year,  reminding  them  and  their  staff  of  their  responsibility 
under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations®  Two  major  problems  in  the  food 
industry  as  it  effects  this  district,  are  the  use  of  untrained  staff 
during  the  summer  season  and  the  system  of  stock  control  both  in  the 
retail  and  the  wholesale  sections  of  the  trade®  Generally  speaking, 
however,  the  trade  has  been  satisfactory  through  the  year  apart  from 
the  small  bet  important  items  that  have  had  to  be  drawn  to  the  attention 
of  the  persons  concerned® 
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
